Eng. Nay, but here's the Miſery ; he 1s of a Religion 
that can Abſolve Subjects from their Allegiance toan Herett- 
cal Excommunicated Prince; nay, depoſe him, and take 
his very Crown away; and much more then, can releaſe a 
King from Jus Faith ro an Excommunicated Herencal 
Peeple; for the ties of Vaſſals ro Monarchs, are greater than 
thoſe of Monarchs to Vaſlals: And this 1s a general Maxim 
of the Roman Church, »iz. That there's no Faith to be 
kept with Hererticks, which has been ſufhciently evinc'd to 
be a Truth, by ſad and woful experience ; fo that Ict a Pa- 


piſt make ne*re ſo great and ſolemn Proreſiations, yet hell 
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ſoon find ſome Jcſuiical loop-hole or other to cyade, when 
his own Self-intereſt, or his Religion lics ar ſtake. 

Rom. But then, I ſay, will he not heap upon himfelt 
Curſes ? 

Eng. No ſurely, he*ſhall be Crown'd with Bleflings 
enough from his Holineſs, and Jis Sons; and what's matter 
then what the Heretical Rabble fay , ſeeing he Tas Rehgion 
co drive the Royal Jehz on; cven that Religion which 
through all Ages has ſer all Nations in a Flame, yet never 
confeiles it felt in the wrong ? Befides, how can a Popith 
Prince, 1n attempting to cſtabliſh his own Religion, believe 
char he does his Subjects an Injuſtice, in that very thing in 
which he does God Juttice, or think he injuresthem, when 
he does their Souls right ?

Rom. Burt thus ſurely is to play a Second Nero ? 

Eng. No, no, no ſuch matter, he's ſo far from tuncing 
his Joys to the Tyrannick Nero's Harp ; that he rather thinks 
he makes Davids . milder and more Sacred Lyre his 
Mclody. 

Rom. Surcly he mult be a ſtrange hard hearted Perfon in- 
deed; nay, even a Monliter- of Men, that cannot be mo- 
ved to Pity and Compaſſion, at the ſight and cry of ſuch nu- 
ſcrable Calamurics as you talk of. 

Eng. Ay, bur the propegnne of Religion, and the Glo- 
ry of God, ashe calls it, are the very Trumpets that dea- 


ten all che feeble cries of Blood, and drown the dy- 
ing "apa: of the miſerable oppreſſed and diftreſſed He- 
reticks, as they mult be called. 

Rom. Well, bur after all chis,merhinks his very Glory ſhould

- Honour to have the Univerſal Prayers, than the Curſes of 
a Nation; andalfo one would think, a King ſhould rather 
endeavour to win the Hearts, than the hacred of his Peo- 
ple, which certainly this dif-joynting the whole Harmony 
of a World will procure him; certainly fuch a bulinets 
will be ſo ungratctul and odious to him, that no Religt- 
on whatſoever can be able ro pur him uponacting ſuch cx- 
tream Cruclrics ? 

Eng. His Glory ! pray what's the Glory of a Papiſt ? Is it 
not to promote Rome's Intereſt ? Certainly chere'snothing ſo 
baſe or abject in it felt, chat a Papiit will retuſe ro do; nay, 
although he be a King ; neither 15 chere that ſhape or Hy- 
pocriſic ſo ſcandalous, which he'] rctuſe ro aſſume, when 
Rome, or Rome's Intereſt ſhall Command. And as for the ha- 
cred of his people, as I faid betorc, he cares not a Button 
for that, ſo long as Heaven, Conſcience, and all the Romiſh 
Crew give ſufficient teſtimony of the Juſtnel(s and Integrity 
of his proceedings ; and 1s not this Glory enough, think you, 
co have the gencral applauſe of che beſt of men, for 
ſo the Sons of Rome are accounted of their Brethren 2?

Eng. A Promoter of Vertue Yes indeed, your Vertu- 
ous Church, for whoſe ſake her Sons mult wade through a 
Sea of Blood, rather than fee her {highted or difregard- 
cd, and neyer queſtion whether the means to promote or 
protect her be Lawtul or no ; only this, whether Rome's In- 
tereſt lies at Stake or no, for 1t 15 that which muſt give ſut- 
ficient Warrant to the Means: Neither can there be any 
thing eſteemed Cruelty or Tyranny , when her Intereſt 
1s the End: Nay, let a Prince be otherwiſe never fo 
Temperate, never ſoFriendly, Juſt, or Honeſt ; alas! what 
do all theſe his Vertues ſignihe? They muſt be but the Hin- 
ges that mult open the'Gates to Rome, when Superſtition 
once rules the Day. As ſuppoſe he be indued with fortitude, 
what does that do but make him more daring and ad- 
venturous, in puſhing on the Cauſe of Rome, and with a 
more manly and undaunted Patience bear all Oppoſiti- 
ons he meets in the way. So likewiſe, 1f he be a Man 
of Juſtice, that ſtill makes for Rome; for whilſt he be- 
lieves the Pope to be Chriſt's lawful Vicar, no doubt buc 
he'll think it as nmch the Duty of his Chriſtianity, co 
give the Pope his right, as to take his own; ad will 
judge the Popes Reſtauration as great a piece of Juſtice, 
as his own Coronanon ; it he be Maſter of Temperance, 
and can bridle his Paſſions, that's ſtill as bad ; for a May 
that can govern his Paſſions, has always the firmeſt and 
ſtcadieſt Reſolutions, which ſhall certainly be for Rome's 
Cauſe.
